LANTANA BUGS 


IN MUCH DEMAND 


There was a lively demand for 


tana blight -yesterday and Professor 
Perkins gave out quite a* number of the 
bugs which he has been carefully nurs- 
ing for nearly a year. Many of the 
specimens of the blight will be sent 
to the other islands. . 


Applicants for the hues are required 


to bring along a tin box at least eight 
inches high for the confinement of the 
bugs and with every consignment Pro- 
fessor Perkins gives .the following- m- 
structions:

1. Do not open, the box until reach- 
ing the.spot where the contents are to 
be liberated.

2. Choose a lantana bush or several 


adjoining bushes in a place sheltered as

tana in such bush or bushes towards 
the top or at 'least well off the ground. 


4. Berries that become detached in 


transit should be dropped In the shade 
at the roots of the bush.

perience Including nineteen years last 
past to Honolulu, who prepared the 
Handbook of the Government issued 
four years ago which is generally con- 
ceded to have been the best advertising 
book, on Hawaii till then issued;'

PUBLIC SALARIES. 


-It is, a rather difficult thing to -say 


"ter it would .be. wise pr otherwise 
^duce Territorial salaried, 
particular those of' department 


chiefs.. High salaries are supposed to 
attract good men; low salaries to repel 
them. .Exceptions to the rule are where 
able.-.men are willing to work- for. .any 
salary for the sake of the prominence 
which1 they could use as a stepping 
stone to something better. Take the 
$3,000 salary provided for a judge of the 
Circuit Court, for example. That insig- 
nificant sum keeps' the Nestors of the 
bar—the men whose age, temperament, 
learning and experience fit them espe- 
cially 'for the woolsack—off the bench; 
and leaves the positions to young law- 
yers who want them for prestige In fu- 
ture practice or to politicians'who can 
make the power of the court subserve 
their political ends. Probably the gen- 
eral average of justice would be higher 
In any community if lawyers long in 
.practice came to the Jndgeshlps here' as 
they do In England, by promotion. It 
must be confessed, however, that the 
attraction of high salaries is not felt by 
good men alone; that bad men have 
been known to take aa interest in them.

EXPERT NAVAL GUNNERY. 


It is pleasant to know that the Navy 


is paying closer attention to gunnery 
and .that good scores are being made. 
Some years ago the .gun and not the 
gunner was' the desideratum. Given a 
fine -weapon on a sound platform and 
anybody could do the rest. On that ac- 
count 'the American marksmanship at 
Manila and' Santiago bays .Was, con- 
trary to the general impression, very 
bad indeed.': At Santiago out -of every 
hundred shots fired at the fleeing Span- 
ish ships, but four struck the mark; 
and although the showing at. Manila 
was better, it was not satisfactory to 
Admiral Dewey.

He upheld the idea 
that the majority rules, and did • not 
believe that Wilder could be elected in 
the House, nor could he receive a ma- 
jority of the 11,000 votes of the country. 
Further, Robertson and Wilder had al- 
ready been voted $10,000 for the fishery 
cases and this was sufficient for one 
firm.

Hawaiian. 


Enoch Johnson was capable to do th4 
work. He believed either In electing 
all Republicans, or else that a .Home 
Ruler be nominated, not a Democrat 
as 'that party had only one thousand 
votes. He suggested that the House be 
allowed, to vote on Wilder'a name, and 
said he did not believe he could be 
elected; but Enoch Johnson, Poepoe, or 
Kaulnkou could be elected.

Isenberg said great cred- 
it should be given Andrews for his 
work/in suppressing gambling and con- 
victing the offenders. The item passed 
as In the bill. 


NEW FIGHT ON SALARIES. 


Senator Dickey moved to cut the sal- 


ary of treasurer from 12,250 to 11,500 for 
the half year. He said California offi- 
cials get but $3,000 a year while Hawaii- 
an officials wanted $4,500. Crabbe re- 
ported that there were perquisites for 
California, officers. 
.Achi moved to 
make It; 12400. 


Baldwin, said there was always a cry 


for economyr-but before the session end- 
ed the salaries were always put back 
to the old scale. Dickey, he said, start- 
ed out with a carving knife three feet 
long; then .on second reading he would 
use only a pocket knife and in the end 
would throw that away too. McCand- 
less moved to make it $4,000 a-year. He 
said circuit Judges get only $3,000 a year 
and went after tbe positions even to 
Washington. He said there were some 
twenty-five applicants for the Attor- 
ney-Generalship. Crabbe replied there 
were but three, two of them Just from 
the law school. Andrews had not been 
an applicant and the office sought him. 


Isenberg. said the Judges had difficul- 


ty to make both ends meet, If they 
were to remain honest. Brown added 
that the aspirants for office were after 
honor, not money. Only the young men 
or new comers sought political prefer- 
ment; the Kamaainas didn't want any- 
thing to. do with it. 


Dickey said he had made Inquiries 


as to tho1 .eighty lawyers whose names 
were In the Commercial Record and 
but twenty-four of them made over 
$3.000 a year,,and of these seven were 
Judges. There were fifty-three then to 
choose an Attorney-General from at 
$3,000 a year. The item for treasurer 
carried at $2,250, 10 to 3, only Dickey, 
Achi and McCandless voting "no.1' 


Senator Dickey moved to cut the sal- 


ary of Superintendent of Public Works 
from $2,250 to $1,800. Dickey demanded 
roll call on the motion to pass as In the 
bill and there were the same three noes. 


Senator Achi moved to cut the salary 


of bookkeeper In Public Works office

NATIVE FOUND 


HAWIAI'S METEOR 


Purser-Cpnkllng, of the Inter-Island 


steamer Mauna Loa, brought hews to 
Honolulu yesterday to the effect'that 
the meteor which crossed over, the is- 
land of Hawaii, or at least a part of It, 
fell into the timber belt of Kau, and 
that it 'had been seen by a native, 
named KaillmaL From the meager de- 
scription of the meteor -which the na- 
tive gave, it is estimated it weighs 
about a ton. Purser Conkllng received 
a .telephone message from W. P. Fen- 
nell, of Punaluu, Just before the Mauna 
Loa left Kailua on Friday. 


Mr. Fennell eald that the native had 


told him of the finding «f the meteor, 
but that he was unable to go close to 
it, as it was still in a heated condition. 
He had taken only a superficial eye 
measurement 
of 
the aerolite • and 


thought it was about four feet high 
and five feet In diameter at the base.

assets and liabilities Is due to an over- 
valuation, an pufllng on the part of ihe 
bankrupt of the value of his estate, and 
that- the assets are worth about, one- 
half the amount; given by him/' ": 
' Bawlinsf. says that the bankrupt 
stuffed the values of his real estate and 
points out particular Instances of over- 
valuation.! The referee eays aleo that 
|5,60S', listed as"J)roinls»oBy notes due 
by the Hawaiian Dry Goods Associa- 
tion which purchased the "White House 
from the'alleged bankrupt, are worth 
absolutely nothing. 


Rawllna says,further that'Sllva over- 


estimated the value of the estate by 
over $31,000, and says regarding'money 
Tsoiiro^id j>y Siva: "In most cases tbe 
mortgagees are innocent Portuguese, 
who have: been Induced by the. bank- 
rupt to lend him their money, trusting 
to his honesty and Integrity they loaned 
money to lilm only to find In the end 
that false representations had been 
made to them."

.He also says that tl,*X) worth of liq- 


uor was purchased for Sllva's .grocery,' 
which be- declared was owned by L. 
Nunes. Kawllns. adds: "This was de- 
nied by Nunes. who declared that Silva 
owned the store and that he-worked 
for him. The lease, of the premises was 
Introduced In the evidence and reveal- 
ed the fact that Sllva was the lessee. 
In this instance the bankrupt swore to 
a deliberate falsehood."- 


The referee says that the bankrupt's 


property, is held by the Waterhouse Co. 
under an order of Judge Robinson, and 
the trustee refuses to turn it over. 
Judge Estee made an order instructing 
the'bankrupt .to file new schedules.

Captaln'Rodman, Commandant ot the 


Naval Station, received a lengthy ca- 
blegram from Commander Pond, yester- 
day, stating that he would leave San 
Francisco for Honolulu in the Sonoma, 
which will arrive tore* May 20. The 
commander said he would be accom- 
panied by Ensign Smith and Midship- 
man Arwlne, who have also 'been or- 
dered <o the Iroquois for duty. Pond 
stated that Captain Rodman would re- 
tain command of the IroqUois, intimat- 
ing-that he himself would be only a 
passenger on the expedition to Midway. 
The tug wfll remain there antil the 
Guam-Midway cable section Is laid, af * 
ter which the vessel will return to Hon- 
olulu, arriving here probably In time 
for the opening of the entire system 
from San Francisco to Manila. 


The plan of Commander Pond is to 


spend only two days In Honolulu be- 
fore proceeding, to eea. as "he is anxious, 
"to reach Midway by Jane 1. Thft Iro- 
quois will probably be docked before his 
arrival and,,put fa the best, possible 
trim, her bunkers filled, and about thir- 
ty tohs of coal placed on deck. Com- 
mander Pond says this additional coal 
suppply will probably not be needed, 
but the Iroquois steams better in that 
trim. 


Among Commander Pond's instruc- 


tions are to secure data for lighthouse, 
buoys and wharves at Midway. It la 
the plan of the department to make the 
best possible use of Midway as a calling 
port, and the wharf will meet the re- 
quirements of both merchant marine 
and navy.

ager could act. Mr. .BaUentyne stated 
further that AS the Portuguese were 
American citizens they should receive 
the same consideration at the hands of 
the management as the present run of 
employees, the only requirement being 
that th'ey would naturally have to qual- 
ify. 
The committee* asked whether the 


manager would only consider the appll- 
cationsvof Portuguese who were form- 
erly employees of the Tramways Com- 
pany^The managertepjied that he did 
not intend to limit himself in this way. 
The conference lasted for nearly three- 
quarters of an hour during which the 
matter was -entirely threshed out, and 
It seemed to the satisfaction of the com-
